HOME TRADE. 
MANCHESTHR WEEKLY 
MARKET REPORT. 

t — 
Mersys. James F, Hutton and Co., 
Ltd., Manchester, reported as follows:

.| The cotton markets have again been 
extremely dull with very little trade 
passing; nothing has happened to 
stimulate purcha”ing and buyers ap- 
pear to be awaiting events. The re- 
sult is dearth of business in face of 
which values cannot be maintained. 
The unsatisfactory outlook for the 


Lancashire trade remaini an im- 
portant factor in this depreased 
state of affairs and in epite 


of a rally in tho middle of the week, 
prices have again been unsettled and 
receded below last week’s level. Spot 
cotton has keen in very poor demand, 
The latest Census Bureau ginning 
report of the American crop shewa 
that only 30,000 bales have been 
ginned between January Ist and 
16th against 460,000 in the same 
period last year, This brings 
the total thi: season to 7,914,000 
bales which iy 4,101,000 bales less 
than a year ago, 2,393,000 bales | | 
smaller than in 1920, and 3,135,000 
bales below ‘the, 1919 total. The 
publication of the figures was without 
any offect on the markets as they 
hardly varied irom general expecta- 
tions, The condition of our market 
shews little change, the tone 
remaining decidedly quiet. There is 
certainly a misecllancous enquiry 
about, but thé quantities enquired for 
are so very small in compariron'to 
normal requirements thot the aggre- 
gate still falls short, of the present

The reception room will 
be surrounded by a spacious balcony 
from which a good view over the lake 
will be obtained. 

Amongst the exhibitors are Jexding 
firms representing practically all 
bronches of British industry. Owing 
to transport difficulties and heavy 
expenses tavolved, heavy machinery 
and plant wili be represented in 
the main hy photographs, which 
will illustrate such enterprises. as 
are curried out in gus, engingering, 
electrical, hydraulic and civil engin- 
eering. A geod display of gas, oil, 
steam, electrical and hydraulic as well 
as other machinery will be exhibited, 
The chemical industry wil! alao be 
adequately represented ; opt'cal and 
medical instrumenta, textiles, yarns, 
motor cars, bicycles, tools, paints and 
varnishes, ete., etc., will also be shown 
to the visitors.

| TUE QUEEN'S TRAINING. 


It was in the year of Queen 
Victoria’s Diamond Jubilee, 1897, 
that’ Princess Victoria Alexandra 
Alice Mary was born on April 26 at 
York Cottage, Sandringham and was 
chriatened by Archbishop MacLagan, 
of York, in the beautiful littto parish 
,ohurch there. Her education waa 
‘carefully superintended by the 
Queen herself, Mlle. Dursau being 
her governess. Her Royal Highness 
worked hard ot her lessons, and is 
to-day. an accomplished woman, 
In an interesting sketch of the 
Princesa’a early years Sir Richard 
Tlolmea who was for a — long 
.tirme librarian at Windsor Castle, 
;says: “ Wrom her earliest years the 
‘Princess Mary bas been care- 
fully trained by Queen Mary in the 
household arte. She has been taught 
cookery, and has herself prepared all 
manner of dishes; though J have 
heard it somewhat humorously re- 
marked that her taste in the culinary 
art inclines to the preparation of such 
dishes aa she most enjoys herself ‘The 
Princess has also been instructed to 
do various kinds of needlework. She 
is an associate of the London Needle- 
Gaild, anc sends it some of her work 
every yeur.” ‘To theay early lessons 
in domestic economy was added an- 
other—the desirability of taking care 
of pocket-money, and the Princess 
accordingly opened an account in the 
Post Office Savings Bank, being the 
first member of the Royal family to 
take that course. 

In Ister years Princess Mary hae 
consistently set herself to perform 
her duties in a manner before un- 
known in the annals of the Royal 
houss. She waa permitted to break 
away from old traditions which fur- 
bade a princess to take any part in 
pablic life while still unmarried, and 
in the freedom thus accorded to her 
she has represented in much more 
marked degree than those who have 
preceded her the life and interests of 
the girlhood of her day. Her Royal 
Highness may be said, indeed, to 
stand as the typical modern Kuglish 
girl, with her practical share in social 
movements and her active participa- 
tion in all forms of outdoor games 
and aport. In the fulfilment—-always 
gracefully discharged—of many cere- 
monies she has met all sorts and 
conditions, adding on each occasion to 
her personal popularity. 

English bistory has never had a 
more enthusiastic student than the 
Queen, who understood long ago that 
the human interest of the people who 
have made the Empire what it is 
transcended mere dates and names. 
Tt was along these lines that Princesa 
Mary bas pursned her studies, She 


went to tlg Tower of London, to 
the Hampton Court, to St, James's 
Palace, to realise, the parts that her 
own ancestors, great statesmen, 
sailors, soldiers, had borne in the

The great pleasures of the Princess 
are found in games and sports, In 
her more girlish daya ahe held her own 
with her brothers at oricket, but since 
then she has taken keenly to lawn 
tennis, at which she plays a very good 
game. Foremost of all her delights is 
that of riding, and though she rarely 
rides in the park, she spends houts 
in the saddle at Windsor, 
Sandringham, or Aldershot. She had 
not done much hunting before the 
season of 1919-20, when she became 
an hooorary member of the Garth 
‘Hunt, and rode to bounds with the 
West: Norfolk. 
| While the war was in progress—in 
~1917—Lady Ampthill suggested the 
formation of sn ambulance class at 
Becki ehem Palace in connection 
1 with the Voluntary Aid Detachmente. 
The Queen fully approved of the idea, 
and Hrincess Mary at once joined it, 
together with some five and twenty 
young ladies of her circle of acquain- 
tance, and her Royal Highness passed 
the written and viva-vove examina: 
tiona with distinction; obtaining her 
certificate. She wished to go more 
thoroughly into nursing and later at- 
tached herself for some months to the 
atafl of the Hospital for Children in 
Great Ormond-street. After the 
armistice bad been signed her Royal 
Highnesa went to France in order to 
see the actual work of the V.A.D. in 
that, country. 

Princess Mary, i1 may be added, 
was in 1918 appointed to be Hon. 
Colonel-in-C..ief of the Roy] Scots 
(Lothian) Regiment. On that occasion 
she aptly recalled haw the regiment 
had been raised by the Duke of Kent, 
and that Queen Victoria had in con- 
sequence always regarded herself as 
ite special daughter. Princess Mary 
promised ulso to watch over its 
interests with special cate during ita 
absence on service in India. 

The action of the King and Queen 
in giving their assent to the betrothal 
of their only daughter to Viscount 
Lascelles will be hailed with universal 
satisfaction throughout the Kingdom 
aod Empire, especially in view of the 
fact that their Majesties have not 
wished her to marry o consort from 
any foreign Court, but have given 
their consent to her betrothal to a 
member of a good old English family. 
There is excellent precedent for such 
marriages, Queen Victoria's daughte , 
Princess Louise, became the wite of 
the Marquis of Lorne (atterwarda 
Duke of Argyll), Ata later date, the 
eldest daughter of the Prince of Wales 
(afterwards Edward VII.) was given 
in marriage to the Earl of Fite, a 
Scottish noble who was ufterwards 
elevated to a dukedom. That onion 
ilso was exceedingly popular. Tha 
Duke of Connaught’s consent to the 
marriage of bia daughter, Princess 
Patricia, to Commander the Hons 
Alexander Ramsay, brother of the
